MISSING DISPATGH AND 
THE GOVERNMENT. 



As ;>n iiuiuiry Ii^is Ix-eii instituted, .1 
cmitfoversy upon ilu: siiliject of the 
iiiisain-; press diaixicch would bo out of 
place n6w| but onociitmot help reumrkinj: 
(hilt the cagoriicsa shun-ii by the organ of 
iho lociil grit govorniiKint to sinotlier an 
invt.'3ti|,'atic)U ;uul defund tliu oponitois 
(^whose honor, iis ;i body, has not beon us- 
sailed) wears a very suspicions aspect. It 
is well understood thiit the govennuent 
has an iniportniit interest iu concealing 
the real political sentiments of the senior 
member elect for Yule, Mr. Semlin. 
When that gentleman wa.i in the hou.snhe 
H;it us a supporter of iMr. Walkeui. In 
tiie recent election ho .should and was 
elected, in company with Jlr. Mara and 
tlie late Mr. IJoiinott, as an opponent of 
Mr. Beavon. His opposition sentiments 
wore clearly avowed at a meeting con 
vened at Kamloops on or about the 10th 
July; and the same position was taken 
by every other candidate present at that 
meeting save Mr. McCuri*. Ou or about 
that date a dispatch was sent to the tel- 
egraph olRce at Kamloops addressed to 
the press ut Victoria. That dispatch 
never roaclied Victt)ria. Of this omis- 
sion or suppression wo complained, 
whereupon the Orit or^an fust assorted 
that there wa.s no fimudatinn for the com- 
plaint andthenacknowledgcd (upon wluiso 
authority is iit ]>resent unknown) that it 
is the practice of telegraph ojjcrators in 
this province, when the line has boon 
. down for some clays, to destroy dispatch- 
es which meanwhile may accumulate at 
ihc ollices! This amazing a.ssortion by our 
contonipor.iry i.s now- attached to our 
complaint and forms part of it. It is 
scarcely necessary to say that under the 
laws of the Dominion the act of destroy- 
ing or suppressing a dispatch is a crimi- 
nal oflence. The moment a dispatch is 
placed in the hands of an operator it be- 
comeii the property i.f the [)arty to whom 
II is addres.sed and lie is entitled to re- 
ceive it. Tho operator or the govern- 
ment is merely the agent, not tlie owner 
of the telegram. Tho law is very clear 
(rn the subject. Now, a dispatch wliicli 
we liavo an interest in was placed in ti»Q 
telegraph oHice at Kamloops on the 10th 
of duly and wo intend to recover it, or 
ascertain the reason why it lias failed to 
come to hand. I.s there anytiiing im- 
proper in tho adoption of such a course ? 
The local government organ would not 
deny that there was any impropriety 
were it not for the fact that in the sup- 
pression of that particular dispatch it 
thinks it discerns a straw to which the 
■jovornment may cling until after tho ar- 
rival nf the distinguished guests from 
the East. Mr. HcMVen argues in this 
strain: "Mr. Semlin was a supporter of 
.Mr. W'alkem, but he has been elected to 
oppo.se my government. Tf I can cniiceal 
Mr. .Senilin'.s true aontinients for tiio 
present it will advantage iiie much, bj- al- 
lowing mo to draw my salary for two 
or three months longer than by rights I 
ahould. Hence the feverish anxiety of 
the premier to excuse and palliate the 
.suppression ef tlie missing dispatch the 
]Uiblication of which will destroy the la.st 
hope he has of securing a supporter in the 
district of Yale. 

TUBA TJilCAL 1JC1^:^'( ^ES. 

A more inoi)portune time fur an in- 
crease in the scale of licenses chiirged pub- 
lic amusements than the present could 
not have been selected. Within the next 
month the present theatre will be torn 
down as the Land is needed for business 
purposes, and a company to build a now 
theatre was actually in course of forma- 
tion when Ui'uncillor Wilson brought for- 
ward his by-law, the effoct of which, if 
pas.=ied, will bo to prevent tliuatrical and 
other organizations of the kind coming to 
Victoria and render the erection of a the- 
atre unnecessary. The doubling of 
the licenses would mean to e.tact 
u higher rate than is collected by any 
other municipality on the continent; 
m.anagors will give tlie town and province 
a wide berth; visitors will complain of a 
dearth of amusements; and the attrac- 
tiveness of the place to travelers will bo 
seriously detracted from. It is all very 
well to say that the by-law is intended to 
aflect only companies of little merit; but 
who is to be tho critic and where shall 
the line be drawn/ If tlio council has 
erred in the past it has been in imposing 
too heavy a license 011 public ainuse- 
ment.H. 

77/ /i' AMKh'DK. 

The (.\il(iiiiHt never intentionally does a 
man an injustice, and when it has been 
satisfactorily shown that a charge made 
through its c(dumnH is incorrect, it never 
hesitates to withdraw the same. Yester- 
day it was stated by us that Ml'. Provost, 
before obeying the v^vrrant of two mem- 
bers to issue a writ for an election in 
Yale, had consulted the executive. Mr. 
I'rovost has :ussured us that such was not 
the fact: that he did not refer the matter 
to the executive, but declined to act be- 
cause ho did not believe the act conferred 
upon him tho power. With this assu- 
rance at hand we withdraw the statement 
made yesterday, and acquit the registrar 
of blnino in the matter. 

TflE YALE WRIT. 

Tkf! decision of .Mr. tJu.stico Gray 
places tho solo reHi)on.«iibility of i.ssning 
!i writ of clpctioii in the Yale vacancy 
caHO in tho Imnd.s of lii.s honor the lieu- 
teuaut governor. The frnnierH of the 
Constitution Act wisely anticipated 
the existence of a ministry that, right- 
ly or wrongly, would hold on to power 
like grim death to a dying man. There- 
fore they ))laccd the responsibility in 
the hands of the governor wlio.se war- 
rant tho registrar of the Supremo 
Court is bound to obey.

Mr. Justice Gray refused to grant a 
mandamus for an election in this district. 

His Lordship deterniinod that after a gen- 
eral election and before the first meeting 
of the house tho only power to direct an 
election in case of a vacancy was in the 
Lieutenant-Oovernor. The right of two 
niombera to require by wnrriint the issue 
of a writ was confined to vacancies oc- 
curring (i/<t;r the first meeting of tho 
house. The statute, though in terms giv- 
ing two members tho right to retpiire an 
election when there was no .'Speaker, was 
subordinated to the right of the (iovernor 
to call the election when a vacancy hap- 
pened after a general election and before 
the first meeting of the house. His Lord- 
ship roinarked that the present law wan 
passed beforo or without roforence to tho 
ordinances by which election petitions 
wore to be tried before judges instead of 
by parliamentary coniniitteea. lindor the 
old practice a member's seat could not bo 
contested until the house met; hence the 
power lo members to require an election 
to fill a vacancy could not arise until after 
the house itself had mot. In tho present 
instance, while the law had been altered 
in one respect, il had not been changed 
in the other. In other wordsj tho elec- 
tion of any member may and must be 
challenged within a certain time; but tho 
right to require an election to fill a vacan- 
cy has nut been altered even though tho 
seat of u monibor were secure. Heading 
the law with tho explanations given by 
the learned judge wo are glad to yield to 
judicial opinion; still, the |)rinciplo for 
which We contend is right, viz. : there 
should be no delay in tilling vacancies. 
.-Vn unprincipled and irresponsible min- 
istry (for they are not supported by tho 
popular voice) aliould not have it in their 
power to postpone an election, tho result 
of which would be adverse to themsolvea. 
We note by the statute the diacretion is 
with thf (joffnior, and not in the governor 
in council, to call the election, and wo 
trust chat tho same will bo called by his 
honor without delay.

Last evening Rev. Dr. Cuclirane du- 
livered'^^iJ lecture in Philharmonic Hall, 
his subject being "Goorire Whiteliold, tho 
Prince of Preacliers; with reminiscences 
of John and Charles Woaley." There was 
a largo audience. The chair was oecu- 
{.ied by His Honor the Lieut. -Governor, 
and upon tho platforni wore the Itev. 
Messrs. Pollard, Jamioson, Bbuvoii and 
fJamble. TIio Rov . Mr. Pollard opened 
with prayer. 

His Honor in introducing tho lecturer 
briefly spoke of the good object for which 
they had met, that of assisting Dr. Coch- 
rane in carr3'iiig out the amalgamation of 
the difl'orent Preabyteriaii churches, 
which, he thought, should take place if it 
were possible, and tho church becoino not 
only ono in doctrine but in manugoinont. 
Ho was sure all would leave pleased with 
the evening's discourse. 

Dr. Cochmne, after brielly tiiaiikiiig 
the lieutenant-governor, spoke of Eng- 
land in tho time of Whitofield aa being in 
a state of ahmiber as regarded spiritual 
matters, the dense darkness only being 
illuminated by a, barren orthodoxy. lie 
then rapidly traced tho childhood and 
youth of Whitofiuld fill ho enlerod Pom- 
broke college and hia intimacy witli John 
and Ch.'irli's Wi'sley, from which sprung 
his anxiety for the ministry, to which, 
amid much niiagiviiig, he was at last 
ordained. From this small band of stu- 
dents at Oxford, headed by Whitofield and 
tho Wesleys, also originated the great 
sect of Methodism itself. Tho lecturer 
then illustrated tho great power of White- 
fiold's prDaching in England aiul hia ulti- 
mate removal, on tho invitation of the 
Wesleys, to Georgia, where his advent \vas 
fraught with such vital results, and the 
same ovidoncos of power produced as 
great a spiritual awakening as thoy had 
done in England. Ho then referred to 
Princeton college, New .loraey, which 
was founded by Whitefield and tho Wos- 
leys, and the revival of Christianity con- 
nected with it. Ho thought, however, 
Whitofield's sottlcment in Georgia was a 
blunder, as such a man ought tcj luivo been 
confined to no one church, aa Whitefield 
was simply an orator and not an aduiini.s- 
trator, and ultimately incurred great pe- 
cuniary embarrasameiil in his ellorts to 
sustain an orphan's homo. Tho lecturer 
next spoke of the marriage of Whilofiold 
which was not altogothor acongonial one; 
ho also gave a sketch of John Wesley's 
courtship, this part of the subject much 
amusing the audience. Whitet'ield, he 
said, crossed tho ocean 18 times and 
preached 18,000 sermons to aiulicnce.s 
ranging from 20,000 to 00,000. His 
power was electric. Tho people followed 
him all day long, and ho had been truly 
called the apostlo of tho British onipiro. 
It was diUicull, however, to analyse hia 
power, and he could only give a faint idea 
of Whitefiold's stylo of pn-aching (which 
would fail to do hini justice.) 'I'ho lec- 
turers spoke of Whitofield's gradually 
sinking and death in 1770 and urged 
though his bones had almost mnuldored 
away in Nowburyport church, tho power 
of his life remained. The lecturer was 
lislonod to with deep interest. 

.\ vole of thanks to tho rovorend loc- 
turer was then carried, and tendered by 
tho liout. -governor. 

Another vote of thanks was also ten- 
dered to the liout. -governor, after which 
tho assembly was dismissed with a bono- 
diction,

Mr. Edward Birkbeck, M. P., chaii- 
luan of thc executive committee, aaid tlio 
report of his committee contained all thu 
principal matters which they thought ne- 
cessary lo lay beforo the president and 
thc general eoinmittoc'. He could add 
with pleasure that tho Ketherlunds gov- 
ernment had applied for 10,000 to 12,000 
feet of space in ono block . Tlio commit- 
tee desired lo coiney the'r deep regrot at 
the retiremeiii of fSu- Braiidreth Giblu. 
Ho was authorized to atato that this was 
ohliroly on account of ill-health, a cause 
which would he waa sure add to the re- 
grot of all present, aa it did to that of tho 
members of the committee. In these cir 
cuniataiicea the counnittee was very for- 
tunate in securing the services of Mr. 
Mollett, who had had great experience in 
tho great international exhibitions at 
Vienna and at Paris, and tho professional 
assist.inee of General Scott in the laying 
out of tho grounds. With reference to 
the measures that had been taken for 
proiiiuling the holding of local meetings 
in ditlerenl parts of tlie country, circular 
letters had boon sent from the Loivl 
May ir of London to the mayors of the 
different towns inviting co.operation, and 
among other results an influential meet- 
ing would bo held at Cheater on Monday 
next, under the auspices of the C(jnsorva- 
t(U-a of the River Deo Fishing Board, of 
which the Duke of Westminstor is proai- 
dont, at which the executive coniniitteti 
would bo roi)resonted by liimsolf and 
other members. On this subject his Roy- 
al Highness, the prosidont, remarked that 
he had found when ho was at Yarmouth 
that the mayor was taking a lively inter- 
est in the maitor, aa he ilid in everything 
that affected the welfare of the fishermen 
and fisheries. Referring to the subject 
of prizes for melhoda of saving life at sea 
his Royal Highiieaa aaid that tho deep 
aea committee were tuigaged in consider- 
ing how they should apply an offer from 
Mr. Edwards iif prizes of i'oO to £100 for 
thia humane object. Generally reviewing 
the progress of tho work of tho committeo 
the Prince of Wales .said it was very grat- 
ifying to see that America had come for- 
ward 80 liberally with a vote of $10,000 
and the allotment of u special fishery 
steamer to tho use of tho o.xhibitora, 
which his Royal Highness had no doubt 
would be on view iu the Thames during 
■ the exhibition. The step taken by tho 
I Netherlands governinenl was equally 
gratifying. They had appointed a central 
I committee, under tho presidency of Count 
Charles de Bylandt, to work in corro- 
spondence with a couunitteu in London, 
and when he turned lo tho coloniea ho 
found that Canada, Now Zealand and 
New South Wales had already contributed 
to the fund, and no doubt many others 
would follow. Hia Royal Highness 
called particular attention to tho special 
money prizes offered by public bodies and 
private individuals for inventions tending 
to promote the welfare of firsherr.ion and 
fisheries, and for prize essays treating 
upon cognate subjects. The action of 
the local committees had boon alluded to 
by tho chairman, and tho instance men- 
tioned of tho publio meeting that was 
going to be held at Chester, and hia Roy- 
al Highness mentioned in special illustra- 
tion of this part of the subject the stops 
taken in Cornwall, where the coinmittoe 
was caring not only for the collection of 
a good number of interesting exhibits, 
but also providing for tho expenses of the 
working tishortnen who would visit the 
exhibition. 'J'his was certainly an exam- 
ple which deserved to iiieot with imita- 
tion . Hia Royal Highness in conclusion 
alhidod to tho satisfactory arrangements 
that had been made by tho site commit- 
tee, by which thoy had obtained the use 
of thc Horticultural Garden, South Ken- 
sington, without absolutely disturbing 
the society's own enjoyment of the prem- 
ises.

.Vnioiig tho UKist recent additiona to 
the London Zoological Society's collect- 
ion of living animals is a young male Af- 
rican elephant, which now occupies the 
stall in tho elephant house lately vacated 
by Jumbo.

In courao of time it is 
hoped he may attain tho full dimensions 
of his predecessor. Jingo was captured 
by .■\rabs in Upper Nubia about eighteen 
months ago, and i.°, believed to be about 
three or four years of age.

But it must bo roinomborod that, since 
his father and hia niothur are both his 
coucins he is his own second cousin. 
Again, his father, being his grandmother's 
brother, ia his great-uncle, and his mother 
is his great-aunt.
